CLARKSBURG, W. Va.—Below we 
give the following report of the revival 
meetings held at Mt. Clare, W. Va. by | 
the Moreland Evangelistic party.! 
These meetings began Feb. 8th in the 
theatre building, and lasted until Mar. 
3ist, during which time there were 
76 souls saved, a goodly number sanc- 
tified and about 25 received the Holy 
Ghost. Twenty-four were baptized in| 
water Easter Sunday. The last night | 
of the meeting we organized the 
Church of God at the above place with 
59 members, made up of men, women 
and children. There were some strong 
men saved, also some rather aged 
men, as well as aged mothers and 
younger women, together with a good- 
ly number of young men, young girls 
and some children. 

We have subscribed about five hun- 
dred dollars toward a church building 
and a small sum already paid in. We 
appointed trustees and are now nego- 
tiating the purchase of a beautiful lot 
on the state highway where we hope 
to build a nice comfortable church as 
soon as possible. This was a wonder- 
ful meeting. One old man that had 
sought God for 36 years was wonder- 
fully saved. One mother was healed 
while at the altar seeking God; she 
had an arm that was stiff in the 
elbow for about four years which God 
loosed while she sought Him. 

The whole town and country was 
stirred and the people came nightly 
taking all the possible space we could 
give either in seating or standing 
room. Men confessed their sins, made 
wrongs right, quit their lodges, quit 
tobacco, and cigarettes; women quit 
their snuff and lodges along with 

ir other sins. 
ig on Moreland did fine preach- 
ing in these meetings, and stirred the 
devil and sinners as well as the hypo- 
crites, preachers and critics, exhibit- 
ing the same fearless and uncompro- 
mising spirit as he has always mani- 
fested in his per@t of evangelism, 
which resulted in him making many 
friends among the people. He was 
greatly loved by both saint and sin- 
ner who crowded around for a last 
handshake and good-bye with the 
evangelist and his party, and also 
signified their desires to have them 
return again, with uplifted hands in 
solid mass.

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LAST DAY EVILS A SIGN OF JESUS’ 
SECOND COMING 


THEY ARE PREVALENT TODAY 





J. P. Hughes 
(Article No. 2) 


In a previous article we started to 
give a synopsis of Paul’s apocalypse of 
the “last days,” using his statement 
at 2 Tim. 3:1-5 for a text. In this ar- 
ticle we will continue the summary 
of the text; and in order to prove 
that it applies to our day and every 
evil practice of men that Paul dis- 
closes is now in vogue as a sign of 
the second coming of Jesus, we will 
now comment on each of the remain- 
ing circumstances that characterize 
the “last days.” 

Egotism and Self-praise 

“BOASTERS.”—Following his de- 
scription of men, in which he shows 
that in the “last days” they will be 
selfish and covetous, from which a 
condition arises that he designates 
“perilous (hard) times;” that was 
commented on in a previous article. 
The apostle furthermore said that men 
would be “boasters;” and we must 
concede that the present generation is 
given to boasting, for wherever one 
goes he finds a spirit of egotism and 
self-praise. It is even manifested in 
the Church and among ministers, so 
much that the pronoun “I” has be- 
come very prominent. Preachers boast 
of their work in the Church; the 
sreat meetings they have conducted 
and churches they have established. 
It 1S very easy in these days for min- 
isters to give exaggerating reports of 
their meetings, and one does not have 
to scrutinize to find that the spirit of 
boasting is manifested in the Church. 
Men in every walk of life are fulfill- 
ing this prediction of the “last days.” 
They boast of their skill, their talents 
their strength, their : 


é wisdom, their 
crime, and ,even of the hear‘s they 
have broken and virtue they have 


spoiled. Surely this is a day of boast- 
ing and self-praise. 
Pride and Arrogancy 

“PROUD.”—The text shows that in 
the “last days” men will be “proud,” 
and pride of every kind is prevalent 
today. There is national pride, politi- 
cal pride, social pride and spiritual 
pride. There is pride in dress, in which 
honor, reputation, virtue, life and 
health are sacrificed to fashions 
adopted by the Paris houses of prosti- 
tution. When Paul said men would be 
proud, he meant “mankind,” and 
therefore does not exclude women, 
who are so proud that they will sac- 
rifice all they hold dear, to dress with 
the fashions of the day. 

To wear good clothing does not 
signify that women are Proud, but 
when they go half dressed because it 
is the fashion, it is surely a display 
of pride. This kind of pride is demoral- 
izing the world and destroying the 
power and influence of the Church. 
The Bible enjoins women to dress in 
modest apparel, but this injunction is 
being violated right in the Church be- 
cause it is not the fashion for women, 
to have enough cloth in their dresges- 
to make them modest. Surely 
Church has never suffered more from 
this kind of pride than at the present 
time. We should also remember and 
take notice that it is not only the 


pride in dress that is weakening the: 


Power of the Church, for there is & 
spiritual pride that gets hold on peo- 
ple and eats like a cancer, till their 
power and influence is wasted. Men 
become proud of their standing in the 
church and because they have learned 
to preach well. Some will manifest 
pride if they are given a responsible 
Position or office in the Church, and 
if they are permitted to climb very 
fast they soon get so high in their own 
estimation that they are abased, in the 
sight of God, and void of His power 
in their effort to serve Him. Surely 
this is a day of pride and arrogancy, 
but the Scripture must be fulfilled 
and the sign appear before Jesus 
comes. We notice that pride is also 
included in the iniquity of Lot’s day 
that Jesus referred to as a sign of His 
coming, when He said “Even thus 
shall it be in the day when the Son 
of man is revealed.” (See Luke 17:28- 
30; Exek. 16:49). Therefore we can 
See a striking resemblance in our time 
with that of the days of Lot, and 
know that this sign is apparent. 
Rivalry and Competition 
“BLASPHEMERS.”—The text says 
that in the “last days” men will be 
blasphemers. This word comes from 
the Greek word “blasphemos,” signify- 
ing to speak evil of, to hinder, to in- 
jure, to revile, to be against; and in 
this sense blasphemy surrounds us on 
every side. Wherever one goes he finds 
those who are against their fellowman 
and have nothing good to say of him.

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GO PREACH

It seems that I can hear the words 


which rang in Jonah’s ears, “Go 
Preach.” How little is thought of the 
seriousness of the call of the Lord to 
spread the true Gospel. How different- 
ly it is with us of this day and age; 
we have the time extended to us for 
years and years, where Nineveh had 
only forty days, so the people of Nine- 
veh believed God and proclaimed a 
fast and put on sackcloth from the 
greatest even to the least of them. 
Jonah 3:5. 

When Nicodemus came to Jesus by 
night, Jesus answered and said unto 
him, “Verily, verily I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” John 3:3. 
Here is why so many people cannot 
see and walk in the light—they have 
not been born again. But when we are 
really born again we see the light, we 
see and feel the necessity of a closer 
walk with Jesus. 

Once a lady was at the altar scream- 
ing and pleading for forgiveness. I 
knelt and prayed with her, later ask- 
ing her if it was well with her soul. 
She cried aloud, “I see the light.” We 
cannot see, neither can we understand 
the fullness of His goodness until we 
are truly born again. 

Now we hear the call of the Lord, 
“Go preach, go plead for lost souls, 
go point men and women to the Lamb 
of God.” Dear ones, it means much 
to spread the Gospel. The way I was 
called in the ministry was almost as 
that of Jonah. There was a longing 
in my heart from childhood, to be a 
Christian. I longed to be Christlike. 
I always made for either the choir 
or front seats. I never did go to 
church but twice in my life that I 
did not go in, and the building was 
crowded so then that I could not get 
in. On the other side I felt a “tug” 
which held me back in sin until I was 
about 24 years of age. My good, moral 
parents sent me to school where I got 
a fair education. They taught me to 
be honest and shun bad company. 
Teaching school was my heart’s de- 
sire. After two years of teaching 1 
felt something tugging at my very 
heart strings. I tried photography, 
which I soon learned was not my call- 
ing, next I studied music until I was 
able to organize a good brass band, 
but soon became dissatisfied at that— 
still feeling that still small voice 
which I did not understand. My 
health became very bad. I was then 
converted in the old original Chris- 
tian chureh doctrine. I could almost 
hear the voice calling, “Go preach.” I 
promised the Lord I would respond to 
His call, but soon the enemy began to 
succeed in making me believe I was 
not able to preach unless I had a Bible 
education. A minister in the Christian 
faith, a personal friend of mine, gave 
me about one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars worth of books, but sorry to say, 
I did not see inside all of them. The 
enemy did his work successfully. In 








the meantime I married, and my plea 
to her was that I would work at the | 
barber trade and study, but study was | 
not in it at all. I soon began to indulge | 
in drinking, bad talking and things | 
that a Christian would not do. My | 
health grew from bad to worse. God | 
blessed me with two dear little chil- | 
dren but IT could not support them} 
like I wanted to. I spent all I could 
make with the physicians, but grew 
worse. It was seldom I ever laid down 
at night; all the rest I could get was 
in a chair. I was a perfect wreck. Fin- 
ally I could not support my _ dear 
family. My little children would cry 
for something to eat. My God, dear} 
people how the devil will ruin our 
happiness and even our soul, when 
we do not obey the call. 

The earthly physicans had given me} 
up to die. They did all they could. I| 
was then staring death in the face, 
unprepared. God opened my eyes that 
IT might see my awful condition. There | 
was my family, they would be left to | 
the mercy of the world. It was enough 
to set any man wild. There was again 
that still small voice. I could read 
in the Word where God gave His only | 
Son but I did not know what it meant 
to be a father until I became one my- 
self. All these things began to move, 
upon me. | 

The physicians referred me to one} 
more remedy. I was sent to another | 
hospital for an examination, and an | 
operation was necessary. So while | 
waiting in the Waiting Room that | 
morning, I turned my face to the wall} 
and prayed as I never did_ before, 
promising God if He would deliver me 
from that place and heal me I surely 
would respond to His call. God _ al- 
ready was answering my prayer. I had 
confessed to Him I was a_ sinner, 
pleading for mercy and pardon, and I 
was sent home that same evening. The 
next morning I met the preacher I de- 
sired to see. I said, Brother, all physi- 
cians have given me up to die, now 
there is only one chance for me; if 
God does not heal me I am done. I 
want you (and two holiness preachers 
I named to him) to anoint me with 
oil and pray that God will heal me. 
I said, “Brother, I believe I am going 
to be healed.” He said, “I will be glad 
to pray with you, but as far as anoint- 
ing you for your healing that is just 
of the apostles and prophets.” Well, 
that did not change the Word of God, 
neither did it change my good resolu- 
tions, yet I knew there was no use 
for him to pray for me, as he had not 
the faith. I hastened to the holiness 
preacher and stated my case before 
him. He invited me to services. I 
went, but what do you think he ask- 
me to do? He wanted me to go to the 
altar. The devil said to me, “Now I 





would not do that. You a preacher, the 
people will laugh and criticize you, 
I’d never do that.” I took both sides 
into consideration. I knew the devil 
did not want anyone to go to the al- 
tar, and on the other hand, I knew 
it would not hurt anyone to go there. 
I said, devil, anything to make you 
mad, here I go. I fell in at the altar. 
My condition became more _ serious.

Such 
a change in my life there has been 
since I was really born again. I was 
healed instantly, and could sleep, eat 
and work better than I ever did. [ 
have enjoyed perfect health since. 
Later that precious Comforter whom 
Jesus said He would pray the Father 
to give us, (when we met the condi- 
tions) came in and took up His abode, 
and still made me happier and more 
able to fignt the devil and his works. 
Now I said, Lord I will go preach, as 
I had such a wonderful vision the 
night I received the baptism. I saw 
the blood flowing down the Savior’s 
side, where I was pointing multitudes 
to the bleeding side. But I was not fi- 
nancially fixed to go preach. I said to 
my wife, I am not making enough 
money at the barber trade, we will 
set up in the restaurant business a 
while and then go out in the work 
for the Lord. We moved, and the day 
after we moved I awoke with measles. 
I was in some little time with it so 
I began to try to get my little restau- 
rant in order, when my wife was 
taken very ill. And instead of increas- 
ing in wealth I was losing. God healed 
her, and I got started off again, when 
my baby was attacked with pneu- 
monia and whooping cough. Until she 
was well I was out of money and 
worse off than I was before I started 
the restaurant business. Again God 
revealed to me in a dream that I was 
not interested in winning souls for 
Him, and He gave me the last call. 
Heb. 13:17, Obey them that have the 
rule over you, and submit yourselves: 
for they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may 
do it with joy and not with grief: for 
that is unprofitable for you.” 
Now that we must watch for their 
souls, it behooves us to preach the 
Word in the spirit of meekness with 
gentleness and longsuffering.
